HE race for the supremacy in 
milk production in the Holstein 
breed has been one of the most in- 
teresting contests in the history of 
the breed. It has been no less close 
than the race for the butter suprema- 
cy of the breed, and in many respects 
it has presented an even more varied 
and checkered contest. The cow to 
first set the standard for milk pro- 
duction was Rosa Bonheur 5th, who 
in February 1894, the year that the 
present system of official testing was 
introduced by the Association, made 
25.59 Ibs. butter, and 726.31 Ibs. milk 
in seven days, breaking both the milk 
and butter records for the Holstein 
breed. This milk record has never 
been equalled by any other cow that 
has ever made the world’s record for 
butter, for no other cow has ever 
produced 700 lbs. of milk in a week, 
that has held the butter record. Out 
of fifteen cows to have broken the 
butter record since 1894 only eight 
have produced over 600 lbs. of milk 
in seven days, and the other seven 
have made between 500 and 600 Ibs. 
The nearest approach to Rosa Bon- 
heur’s record was in 1912 when Val- 
dessa Scott 2d made 41.88 lbs. of but- 
ter from 694.6 lbs. of milk in seven 
days or still almost 30 lbs. below the 
first record breaker, Rosa Bonheur. 
At the present time the cow who 
holds the world’s butter record for 
seven days of 44.18 lbs. of butter, K. 
P. Pontiac Lass, made but 585.9 Ibs. 
milk, thus denoting the wide diver-

Milk and Butter Champions

gence of the milk production from the 
milk producing cows, from what it 
was ten years ago. Rosa Bonheur 
held the world’s: milk record for sev- 
en days for a period of fourteen years, 
which is an unparalleled achieve- 
ment among Holstein cows, although, 
in the yearly division her stablemate, 
Belle Sarcastic, also owned by the 
Michigan experiment station, stood 
supreme, breaking the world’s milk 
record first in 1895 by giving 21,075.8 
lbs. of milk in 365 days and again in 
1897 by giving 23189.6 Ibs. of milk in 
a year. All honors thus in milk pro- 
duction remained up in Michigan until 
1908 when Esther Piebe De Kol 24d, 
a daughter of Homestead Jr. De Kol 
surpassed Rosa Bonheur’s record for 
seven days by over 21 lbs., making 





29.43 Ibs. of butter from 747.2 Ibs. of 
milk. 

The next champion on the list was 
Winana Pietertje De Kol 2d who in 
1908 brought the honors over to the 
F. F. Field Herd, Montello, Mass., 
by making 772.4 lbs. of miik and 31.12 
lbs. of butter in seven days and 3257.3 
lbs. milk and 124.76 lbs. butter in 
thirty days, breaking the milk record 
in both divisions. 

The next cow to annex the honors 
was De Kol Queen La Polka, who 
made 841.8 Ibs. milk and 35.38. Ibs. 
butter in seven days and 3376.5 Ibs. 
of milk and 145.11 Ibs. butter in thir- 
ty days. She also held the milk and 
butter records for thirty days, being 
the only cow in the world to achieve 
that distinction and until her rec-

ords were excelled by May Echo Syl- 
via, she held the combined milk and 
butter records for thirty days. 

In the next year De Kol Queen La 
Polka 2d raised her milk production 
to 845.8 lbs. milk in seven days, al- 
though she fell down somewhat in 
butter production to 30.93 lbs., making 
her the only cow to make over 800 
lbs. milk in seven days in two consec- 
utive years. In 1914 she again made 
808.5 Ibs. milk and 32.58 lbs. butter 
in seven days and 3324.2 lbs, milk 
and 128.87 lbs. butter in thirty days, 
calving at 10 years, 4 months and 20 
days, thus holding the world’s milk 
record for a ten-year-old cow. Her 
two best milk records average 843.8 
Ibs. for seven days and 3350.3 Ibs. 
for thirty days, the average for sev- 
en being unequalled by any other cow. 
She is also the only cow in the world 
to produce over 560 Ibs. of milk in 
seven days for six different lactation 
periods. Her milk and butter records

Her six records average 723.4 Ibs. 
milk and 30.12 Ibs. butter for seven 
days. The average for milk far ex- 
celling any other like average in the 
world. She is the only cow in the 
world to make over 800 Ibs. of milk 
for three different years, the average 
of these three records being 832 Ibs. 
of milk—a world’s record. Her record 
made in 1913 is the only drop in pro- 
duction in her career, having been 
taken sick when the record was made 
but her wonderful staying powers 


were shown when she came back the 
next year with a production of 808.7 
Ibs. milk. For seven days, at least, 
she owns the title of being the most 
consistent milk producer in the world, 
and she has a strong claim in the 
strictly official test of being the great- 
est milk producer of the breed. She 
was born October 1, 1903—was bred 
by M. J. Bryant, Sherburne, N. Y., 
owned and developed by Clayton Sis- 
son also of Sherburne, N. Y. She is 
sired by Pietertje Madge Prince, who 
is also the sire of Sylvia Netherland 
Mercedes 2d with a record of 27.02 Ibs. 
and Pietertje Clothilde Johanna De 
Kol 2d with a record of 24.79 Ibs. 

De Kol Queen La Polka’s record 
remained ‘the highest for two years 
until excelled by Margie Newman in 
3911, who brought the honors to the 
Pacific coast—to the State of Wash- 
ington. This cow made 136.5 Ibs. 
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milk in one day, 3555.6 lbs. milk and 
131.19 lbs. butter in seven days. It 
is said however, that when this test 
was made this cow was not at her 
best and that she had given over 140 
lbs. of milk in a day on private test. 
Her test for seven days exceeded that 
of De Kol Queen La Polka 2d by 43.8 
lbs. milk and 179.1 lbs. milk for 30 
days. 

These records for milk were so 
great at the time that they were 
thought to be too great to be exceed- 
ed, but it was in the very next year 
of 1912 that another Pacific Coast 
champion appeared—this time in the 
state of California in the herd of A. 
W. Morris & Sons, Woodlawn, Calif. 
This great cow, Riverside Sadie De 
Kol Burke, freshened at the age of 
8 years 2 months and 22 days and af- 
ter having been taken down with an 
attack of milk fever, astonished the 
world with her wonderful milk rec- 
ords. She made 134.7 lbs. milk and 
4.75 lbs. of butter in one day, 920 Ibs. 
milk and 32.29 lbs. butter for seven 
days. 3735.6 Ibs. milk and 130.14 Ibs. 
butter in 30 days, exceeding Margie 
Newman’s record by 25 lbs. of milk 
for seven days and 180 lbs. for thirty 
days, and being but 1.8 lbs. behind 
for one day. She was continued on 
yearly test, making 7,120.5 lbs. milk 
and 244.56 lbs. butter for sixty days, 
11233.4 lbs. milk and 387.6 lbs. butter 
for 100 days, and 18275.8 lbs. milk 
in six months, being the only cow in 
the world to average over 100 Ibs. 
of milk for half a year. She broke 
all milk records up to 300 days when 
she was taken to the Sacramento 
State Fair where she won the grand 
championship. Through the excite- 
ment of moving around she dropped 
to almost half in her production of 
milk, and was never able to come 
back to her former production. She 
finished her yearly test, making 28826- 
.8 Ibs. milk and 1085.13 lbs. butter in

a year, standing second only to Cream- 
elle Vale. This record was made 
only after she had been dry three 
weeks and was in comparatively poor 
condition, and only suffered from an 
attack of milk fever after freshen- 
ing. Previous to this last record she 
made 25981.8 Ibs. of milk and 980.16 
lbs. butter in a year, after having car- 
ried calf nearly six months during test 
This record was at the time of hav- 
ing made the largest milk and butter 
record on the Pacific Coast. Her two 
yearling records totaled 54808.2 Ibs. 
milk and 2065.2 lbs. butter which is 
a world’s record for two years pro- 
duction of milk. She averaged 131.5 
lbs. milk per day for seven days, or 
approximately 16 gallons per day, 
and 124.52 lbs. of milk a day for a 
month, both of which averages have 
never yet been equalled by any other 
cow. 

Individually, in respect to her mam- 
mary development, she is probably 
without an equal in the world. Never 
have we had the pleasure of viewing 
a cow that has ever shown such great 
production in every respect. She had 
a most tremendous udder, which be- 
spoke of the great quantities of milk 
she had to carry, yet it was not fleshy 
in any way, nor was it pendulent like 
the great udders that some cows 
carry. It was indeed remarkable how 
her udder was carried up so well af- 
ter so many years of tremendous pro- 
duction. Her milk vein system was 
perhaps, however, her crowning fea- 
ture. Her udder was encircled with 
milk veins that ran down to her teats, 
and they were so large that they were 
twice the size of the average milk 
veins of the ordinary cow. On her

body the milk veins ran up from her 
udder almost to her front legs ending 
in milk wells that a man could al- 
most stick his hand through. The 
milk veins on her abdomen were al- 
most as large as an average man’s 
wrist, even when she was dry, and 
in our own opinion, it will probably 
be a long time before any cow will 
ever combine her great productive 
powers with her unparalleled devel- 
opment. She was bred by Averill & 
Gregory, Syracuse, N. Y., and was 
born November 24, 1903, but unfor- 
tunately, her death was reported this 
last fall. 

While the seven and thirty-day rec- 
ords still remained in California, there 
arose a new champion in Canada this 
spring in the herd of A. C. Hardy, 
Ontario, that annexed several world’s 
records in other divisions. This cow, 
May Echo Sylvia; made 36.33 Ibs. of 
butter: and 879.2 lbs. milk in seven 
days, 148.36 lbs. of butter and 3711.2

day was 131 Ibs. milk, which is the 
fourth highest of the breed, being sev- 
en pounds behind that of Netherland 
Harriet Ann. For seven days her rec- 
ord was exceeded by 16.4 milk by 
Margie Newman and 41.6 Ibs. by Riv- 
erside Sadie De Kol Burke, but she 
made 3.54 Ibs. more butter than Mar- 
gie Newman and 4.04 Ibs. more than 
the California cow and 18 Ibs. of but- 
ter ahead of her for thirty days. For 
thirty days she was only 24.4 lbs. of 
milk behind Riverside Sadie De Kol 
Burke, and she surpassed Margie New- 
man by 54.6 Ibs. milk. For sixty days 
May Echo Sylvia made 41 Ibs. more 
butter and 87 lbs. more milk than 
Riverside Sadie De Kol Burke, and 
she also broke the milk record for 
ninety and 120 days, making 10,405 
Ibs. of milk for the first period and 
13568.9 Ibs. for the latter. Her great 
persistency in production is shown in 
the fact that she averaged 125.6 Ibs. 
milk for her best seven days, 123.71 
Ibs. for thirty days, 120.01 Ibs. for 
sixty days and 113 lbs. for 120 days. 
That a cow was able to average over 
120 Ibs. of milk per day for sixty con- 
secutive days, is one of the most won- 
derful records in the world, and her 
milk record is 2631 lbs. ahead and her 
butter production 23 lbs. behind that 
of the world’s champion butter cow, 
K. P. Pontiac Lass for the same per- 
iod. : 

May Echo Sylvia also holds the 
world’s record in the senior four-year- 
old class, making 118 lbs. of milk in 
one day, 791.5 lbs. of milk and 33.94 
Ibs. of butter in seven days, and 3371.- 
5 Ibs. milk and 41.21 Ibs. butter for 
thirty days. Her two milk records as 
a senior four-year-old, and a mature 
cow average 124.5 lbs. of milk for — 
one day, 835.3 lbs. milk for seven days, 
and 3541.3 lbs. milk for thirty days. 
Her average for her two records for 
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seven days stand second only to De 
Kol Queen La Polka 2d, but for thirty 
days it is 191 lbs. of milk ahead of 
the same cow.

May Echo Sylvia is a daughter of 
May Echo Verbelle, who has a record 
of 27.15 lbs. of butter and 702.2 Ibs.

thirty days. Her average records and 
that of her daughter is 790.7 Ibs. of 
milk for séven days and 31494 lbs.

Mr. Jones’ Spring Farm 


HE history of the herd of F. M 
Jones of Clinton, N. Y., is the 
history of several lines of Holstein- 
Friesian aristocracy, and the story of 
the owner of the herd is that of a 
still young man who in less than a 
decade has become a Holstein-Frie 
sian breeder, recognized as one of the 
leaders of his profession. 

Up to eight years ago last February 
Mr. Jones had been breeding up grades 
for several years (he has always been 
in the dairy business), experimenting 
at one time—“fooling around,” he calls 
it—with a pure-bred Guernsey sire. At 
that time, after having made up his 
mind that Holsteins were the breed 
he wanted to tie to, and having picked 
out two yearling heifers in the herd 
of Stevens Brothers, in calf to King of 
the Pontiacs, he purchased Tweede 
White Lady and Tweede De Ko! Lass 
both granddaughters of De Kol 2d’s 
Butter Boy 3d and both destined to 
play an important part in the fortunes 
of their new owner. The following 
January Mr. Jones bought in a con- 
signment from Davis Brothers of 
Clifford, N. Y., five granddaughters of 
Hengerveld De Kol, a granddaugh- 
ter of Paul De Kol, Jr., and a daugh- 
ter of Belle Pietertje Hengerveld 
Prince. The latter proved to be a 
34-lb. cow, and besides this, out of 
those - first purchases of seven and 
eight years ago Tweede White Lady 
made 37.45 lbs. butter out of 504.70 
Ibs. milk in seven days, 149.92 lbs. but- 
ter in 30 days and _ 1127.85 Ibs. 
in one year; Tweede De Kol Lass 
made 34.39 lbs. in seven days and 
128.95 in 30; Agatha Pontiac devel- 
oped into the world’s champion four- 
year-old; Orpha Pontiac made 31.49 
lbs. butter from 468 lbs. milk in sev- 
en days at four years old and 113.97 
Ibs. butter from 1882.70 lbs. milk in 
30 days; Pauline Hengerveld Pontiac 
made 29.72 lbs.; Princess Pontiac a

America Pontiac she was the dam of 
a 34.56-lb. cow now in the Jones herd. 
In addition to this, as every breeder 
of the black-and-whites must know, 
Tweede De Kol Lass became the dam, 
by King of the Pontiacs, of K. P. Pon- 
tiac Lass, the world’s only 44-lb. cow 
and the holder of all the world’s but- 
ter records from seven to 100 days 
She sold for $10,000. More recently 
Orpha Pontiac’s son, Spring Farm 
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seven days, the average for butter be- 
ing third and the average for milk 
being the highest of any three direct 
generations of cows in the world. 
They are also the only cows of the 
breed, each of which have made over 
700 lbs. of milk in seven days in three 
different generations. 

The latest record breaker on the 
official test is Netherland Harrie 
Ann, who recently made 138 lbs. of 
milk in one day, thus excelling the 
former record of Margie Newman by 
1.5 lbs. of milk.

In the fall of 1907 Sir Korndyke 
Cornucopia was purchased to be used 
on grades in the Jones herd, and later 
was used on thoroughbreds. _Whe he 
was four years old Spring Farm King 
Pontiac’ took his place, and the herd 
as it stands today contains many of 
the daughters of these two splendid 
bulls. Spring Farm Pontiac Cornuco- 
pia, the present senior herd bull, is 
a son of Sir Korndyke Cornucopia 
out of K. P. Pontiac Lass for which 
Mr. Jones paid $15,000. The sire is 
from a good daughter of Korndyke 
Queen De Kol’s Prince and sired by 
Aaggie Cornucopia Johanna Lad 
whose dam heads one of the 7 only 
combinations of three direct genera- 
tions of 30-lb. cows. The dam, as out- 
lined above is from a 34-lb. grand 
daughter of De Kol 2d’s Butter Boy 
8d and sired by the peerless King of 
the Pontiacs. Spring Farm King, a 
yearling bull from the same breeding 
which produced the world champion 
K. P. Pontiac Lass, is junior sire at 
the Jones farm. 

“Cold Spring Farm” is situated 3 
miles from Clinton on the county 
road, midway between the Oriskany 
and Sequoit valleys—two of the most 
beautiful in the state, according to 
Mr. Jones—and there are 170 acres 
of land in the farm proper. Adjoining 
it are two 100-acre farms which he 
rents, and the total of 370 acres is di- 
vided into 70 acres of alfalfa, 30 of 
other meadow, 50 of corn, 50 of oats, 
130 of pasture and 40 of woods. Six 
hundred tons of ensilage are used to 
fill two silos each 36x20 feet in siz2

and this amount takes the herd 
through the year, except for the 
month of June, when the cows refuse 
it for fresher green. About 2000 bush- 
els of roots (beets and carrots) are 
produced—never cabbages—and the 
cows run out all summer, this owner 
being a thorough believer in “plenty 
of God’s good air and sunshine, for 
the building of strong constitutions.” 

Winter days not stormy will also 
see the herd outside. 

The farm buildings are all modern 
including a large new house which 
the owner has recently occupied, leav- 
ing the old house for the occupancy 
of the help, single men looked after 
by a man and his wife, the only mar- 
ried couple on the force. The main

cow-stable is 70x128 feet in size, the 
barn being 22 feet longer “over all,” 
and 56 feet high. The stable will 
house 125 head of cattle, including 
cows, yearlings and calves. This is 
about the size of the herd and from 
60 to 75, including'cows left for breed- 
ing, are milked, on the average, 
through the year. The milk is skimmed 
and pasteurized in the combination 
pasteurizing and electric light plant 
in the same barn, and what milk is 
not consumed by the calves goes with 
the cream to New York City, through 
the Harlem Dairy Products company, 
of Clinton. The 60-volt, 100-light elec 
tric plant furnishes light and power 
for the entire farm. The James sani 
tary barn equipment is used, and the 
manure is drawn out every day with 
a spreader. A horse-barn 40x50 hous- 
es 12 work-horses—“just good farm 
teams”—and a 2-ton auto truck does 
the work of three teams in almost 
every kind of weather.

breeds. Her record of 1506.36 lb. was 
made with 27,761.9 lb. of milk; show- 
ing the average per cent fat 4.34—in 
no way abnormal for a Holstein’s year- 
ly production when her digestion is 
working jvst right and proper feeds 
are given to get the greatest efficiency 
for the work of digestion required. 
Duchess Skylark Ormsby consumed 
considerably less than 20 lb. of grain 
per day, which accounts for her prime 
condition throughout the test. Her 
pictures were taken eight months af- 
ter calving, and she is in as fine 
condition now as when she started, in 
fact, she finished the test giving over 
60 lb. milk per day, and the last 35 
days were entirely official. The pic-

tures show her just as she is now, 
and as Prof. Haecker said, “She acts 
as though she was just looking for a 
chance to make a greater record.” 

Her entire test was very uniform 
until she was bred July 18; this with 
very hot weather, and later a siege 
of “pink-eye,’” made some variations 
in test, but the thirteen different su 
pervisors followed the record with ex- 
treme care, so that every part of the 
record was fully verified. 

This cow made next to the world’s” 
record at two years old, when she 
made 731 lb. of butter in a year, at 
2 years, 1 month old; her sister, at 2 
years, 3 months old, made 688 lbs. in a 
year, so that the two held the world’s 
record for two sisters from the same 
dam. Her sister, as Jr. 4-yr-old, made 
31.35 Ibs. in 7 days. The sire of Duch- 
ess Skylark Ormsby is a 75 per cent 
brother to Pietertje Maid Ormsby, of 
World’s Record fame in 1911, so that 
she is of royal blood. Word just comes 
to us that a granddaughter of Pieter- 
tje Maid Ormsby, of our breeding, is 
grand champion at the Panama-Pacific 
exposition, and two Ormsby bulls head- 
ed the list at the same show. Thus we 
find verified the claim that the oearly 
perfect individual cow makes the 
world’s record, and she is backed by 
the richest breeding. 

This is a stimulus to all of us as 
breeders to strive to combine perfec- 
tion in breeding to secure type and 
production. We heartily appreciate 


the congratulations that are: coming 
to us from all parts of the United 
States and Canada; they are inspira- 
tion toward even greater achievement.

ty, a few lines by Dean Galloway, who 
is at the head of the College of Agri- 
culture there, are not amiss. At our

request a member of his faculty has. 


prepared the following sketch of 
Proféssor Galloway’s activities as an 
agriculturist: 

Beverly T. Galloway, Dean of the 
New York State College of Agricul 
ture, was born at Millersburg, Missouri 
Oct. 16, 18638. He was graduated from. 
the University of Missouri with 
the degree of Bechelor in Agri- 
cultural Science in 1884. Four years 
later he married Agnes S. Ranxin of 
Kansas City, Missouri. Shortly after 
he was appointed assistant pathologist 
in the Federal Department of Agricul- 
ture. Between the time of graduation 
and this appointment, he had been 
assistant in the department of horti 
culture of the University of Missouri. 

In the Federal Department of Agri- 
culture, Doctor Galloway’s genius for 
organization soon manifested ‘tself, 
and after two years as assistant path- 
ologist, he became pathologist and 
chief of the Division of Vegetable 
Pathology and Physiology. Later he 
was made chief of the Bureau of Plant 
Industry. The organization and de- 





velopment of the bureau, which is 
one of the largest and most import- 
ant in the whole department, was 
due almost entirely to Doctor Gallo- 
way’s efforts. A further organization 
of the Department of Agriculture into 
various broad services was undertak- 
en by Doctor Galloway after he be- 
came Assistant Secretary of Agricul- 
ture in 1912. This reorganization is 
now being carried forward, thougn 
Doctor Galloway left the Federal ser- 
vice to become Dean of the New York 
State College of Agriculture in 1914. 

In 1902 he was given the degree of 
Doctor of Laws by his Alma Mater, 
the University of Missouri, at the 
same time the degree was conferred 
upon Mark Twain. Since he became 
head of the .College of Agriculture at 
Cornell University his genuis for or- 
ganization has been just as much in 
evidence at it was in the United 
States Department of Agriculture. 

Doctor Galloway’s ability as a hand- 
ler of men and situations has not by 
any means affected his work as a 
scientist. He is a Fellow of the 
American Association for the Advance- 
ment of Science, and the author of a 
number of works on botany, horticul- 
ture, and plant diseases and their 
treatment. Some of his work in plant 
pathology represents original re- 
search into hitherto unknown fields, 
and the results of this research has 
been the basic foundation for much 
of the progress that has since been 
made in plant pathology. 

At the College of Agriculture he is 
known for his simplicity and democ- 
racy, and his ready sympathy with the 
students and their problems. 





“For there is neither 
No East— fast nor West, Border

writer. From his words a sermon 
could be written and preached to the 
breeders of Holstein-Friesian cattle 

There should be neither East nor. 
West with us. Our enemies have 
none. Instead rather do they unite to 
smite us, although they are compelled 
to admit thai the smiting has been 
rather poor, with the Black and 
Whites, annexing every distinction 
worth while in the dairy world. 

The Holstein breeding public would 
do well to forget that there is a West 
and an East, and to remember only 
that there is but one great breed. The 
good old Black and White cow recog- 
nizes no boundaries, being as able to 
break a world’s record as easily in 
California as in the middle West, or 
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in the more conservative Hast. Then 
why should her owners erect barriers 
and divide their forces even in the 
face of a common enemy? Why not 
still more co-operation, still greater 
organization, still more efficient co- 
ordination of the resources of the 
East and West? We have not been far 
apart, but we have our differences and 
our jealousies, and the sooner we rid 
ourselves of them the better it will be 
for all concerned. 

Andrew Carnegie’s advice about put- 
ting all of your eggs in one basket and 
everlastingly watching that basket. 
has been quoted from one end of the 
land to the other, but it is just as 
forceful and just as good advice, nev- 
ertheless. As an official of the Hol- 
stein-Friesian Association of America 
puts it “Let’s don’t have any East and 
West business, let’s stand together 
with one ideal, a single object, a com- 
mon view,” and don’t you think he is 
about right?

It’s a race that is to the swift alone, 
but it is worth while, because of the 
spirit of betterment it engenders, and 
the care and pride with which all must 
work would they excel in the strug- 
gle. 





Considerable space 
Co-operating with this week in the 
the colleges news and editorial 
columns of the 
World is devoted to an account of 
Cornell University, and to the College 
of Agriculture there. This is the first 
of a series of articles to be given ov- 
er to the principal agricultural schoole 
of the country along lines similar to 
the one presented here. 
Frankly, we admit that we may be 
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subject to some criticism in devoting 
large space in a strict trade publica- 
tion, to such a feature, therefore, a 
brief explanation may not be amiss 
at this time. 

We believe that co-operation is the 
basis of success in uny undertaking— 
without it armies are powerless 
against the enemy; great plans in the 
business and commercial wor!d fail 
for lack of co-operation on the part 
of those who are to carry out the de- 
tails of such plans; without co-opera- 
tion the educational forces that arc 
seeking to improve conditions in many 
directions, cannot have a large meas- 
ure of success. Therefore, being 
committed to educational work, we 
must co-operate with other education- 
al forces to the mutual advantage of 
both, and the common advantage of 
those we are trying to aid. 

In co-operating it shall be our aim 
to give these great educational forces 
due recognition. They deserve it and 
need it. In return we shall ask from 
time to time for assistance from 
these institutions in solving the prob- 
lems of the breeders as they are pre- 
sented to us. This aid has always 
been given freely, but we believe.

NEW YORK’S CHIEF 
AGRICULTURAL COLLEGE 


The State College of Agriculture at 
Cornell University is one of a group 
of eight colleges, which make up the 
Institution at Ithaca known as “Cor- 
nell.” It had its beginning in 1904, 
when the legislature of the State of 
New York made an appropriation of 
$250,000.00 to erect suitable buildings 
for the State College of Agriculture. 
Previous to this time the State of New 
York had established at Cornell the 
New York State Veterinary College. 

In June 1907 the college buildings 
provided for by the act of the legis- 
lature were finished and ready for oc- 
cupancy. The College began with a 
very small membership, but grew so 
very rapidly that its present building 
equipment is more than three times 
what it was when the college was first 
established, and is now one of the 
most complete in the United States

The buildings include, in addition to 
the Administration building, an Ag- 
ronomy and Dairy building, these three 
being in the original group, two large 
barns, modern greenhouse, Home 
Economics, Forestry, Poultry Husban- 
dry and Soils Buildings, Auditorium 
and Stock Judging Pavilion, and pro- 
visions have already been made for 
building extensions to the greenhouse, 
for additional barns and for small 
poultry buildings. 

The College Farm comprises over 
900 acres, all of which is used for 
educational purposes. 

The courses offered at Cornell are 
four in number. The regular four 
year course leading to the degree of 
Bachelor of Agriculture, and other 
special courses of one, two and three 
years, depending upon the needs of the 
student—the combination course of 
Agriculture and Veterinary Medicine 
to be covered in 6 years, and the ever 
popular winter courses at Cornell. 

The Departments of Instruction 
comprise Agriculture, Chemistry, Ani- 
mal Husbandry, Botany, Dairy /ndus- 
try, Drawing, Entomology, Extension 
Teaching, Farm Crops, Management 
and Practice, Floral Culture, Forestry, 
and a course especially designed for 
women in Home Economics. There 
are in addition, courses in Meteorol- 
ogy, Plant Breeding, Pomology, Poul- 
try Husbandry, Rural Economy, Edu- 
cation and Engineering, Soil Technol- 
ogy, Vegetable Gardening and Citizen- 
ship. 

The material for the four courses is 
drawn from the above list of subjects 
taught, and comprises a very broad 
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and comprehensive education in the 
science of Agriculture and its aliied 
subjects. 

Within the past few years the Cgl- 
lege has introduced a feature which 
has become extremely popular, ki )wn 
as the “winter courses.” These be- 
gin in November and continue through 
February of each year. They now 
number seven. A general course in 
Agriculture, Dairy Industry, Poultry 
Husbandry, Fruit Growing, Home Eco- 
nomics, Flower Growing, Vegetable 
Gardening, etc., is given. 

The faculty cf the College numbers 
about 200, and is headed by Beverly 
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T. Galloway as Dean. The Depart- 
ment of Animal Husbandry is headed 
by Henry Hiram Wing, that of Soils 
by Thos. L. Lyon, that of Farm Prac. 
tice by John L. Stone. Wm. A. Stock- 
ing, Jr., is head of the Dairy Depart- 
ment, Geo. F. Warren heads the De- 
partment of Farm Management, Jas 
E. Rice heads the Poultry Department, 
Bristow Adams, Professor of Exten- 
sion is in charge of the Information 
Bureau of the College, and fills a rath- 
er important post through his connec- 
tion in this way between the genera! 
public and the college. These comprise 
the heads of the principal depart- 
ments. 

The university proper has a more 
extended notice in an article else- 
where in this issue by Charles G. 
Brown of Ithaca. Mr. Brown by vir- 
tue of his long residence at the home 
of Cornell is well qualified to write of 
her beauties. The facts in connectiop 
with the College of Agriculture which 
are of special interest to breeders and 
stockmen were written by a former 
student at the University from mater- 
ial furnished by the Information Bu- 
reau.

THE PRESS ON THE 
MILK SITUATION

Editors Note-—Without comment of 
any kind the World presents the fol- 
lowing article for the attention of its 

* readers. taken from a Scranton daily 
newspaper. It is a sample of. what 
the large daily newspapers hand out 
from time to time to their readers 
and reflects fairly accurately the sen- 
timent of the press on this question 
under discussion. 


At the very period when there were 
350,000 people unemployed in the city 
of: New York alone, farmers paying 
tlie highest wages for labor ever 
known were at.their wit’s end last 
winter for help. 

Why? 

It has been ‘disputed that there 
were as many as 100,000 people out of 

“work.in New York; but when the city 
authorities and the insurance people 
: took. a census, the total of unemploy- 
“ed adults for the winter came to more 
than’ 357,000. Yet farm people were 
hampered *for lack of help. 

Why this amazing discrepancy of 
too many workers in industrial cen- 
ters and too few farming circles? 

For ten years the very atmosphere 
has been filled with ‘‘back-to-the- 
land” rallies. Yet when you discount 
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kid glove, agricultural college hot-air 
with a few facts, the trend is still 
from farm to factory, from country to 
city, from open field to cave-life of 
city flats and tenements. In spite of 
“back to the land” rallies, in spite of 
more agricultural education than 
ever before in the world, in spite of 
more money spent on improving ag- 
riculture, in spite of banker and bak- 
er and candlestick maker, editor, 
teacher and preacher giving advice 
without price to farmers, in spite of 
every factor making in favor of the 
farm—high prices for produce, the 
use of machinery, rural telephone, the 
motor, good roads—the trend is still 
from country to city. 

Why? 

I asked an agricultural expert this 
question once and he began to talk 
twaddle, up in the air about the whole 
trend being to the operation of big 
units—50,000-acre farms, where over 
head expenses would be kept down—- 
and, of course, the little fellow 
squeezed out would squeal. He had 
always squealed. The farmer was al- 
ways grumbling. 

Gentlemen—smile. It recalls the 
question of the late great editor of the 
Kansas City Star. “Are we educat- 
ing farmers; or are we educating a 
lot of incompetent kid-glove gentry to 
talk twaddle to farmers?” And there 
is an untold story of the Foot and 
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Mouth Disease which has been care- 
fully kept out of the press. 

Farming is primarily the science of 
making both ends meet, with some- 
thing over; and it is the something 
over that determines whether the man 
stays on the land: Is the farmer who 
has $10,000 to $15,000 invested in his 
plant expecting too much when he 
looks for returns over and above his 
living, exceeding the wages of a ho- 
tel porter or a restaurant waiter or 
a very average. senographer? Yet in 
the South, tabulated reports show that 
many farmers have uet returns not 
exceeding $275 per year, and in the 
Hast not exceeding $450 per year. 

And it is here with a flourish of her 
tail that the dairy cow comes in. In 
fact, if we are to believe the theorists, 
the dairy cow is the first act and the 
middle act and the last act of every 
fertile and successful farm. The dairy 
cow has been pictured as “the mort- 
gage lifter,” “the silk dress buyer,” 
“the banker lady” and “the motor car 
creator” of successful farms in the 
richest agricultural states. In diversi- 
fied farming, the dairy cow has been 
played up as the star. If in ’your 
dreams of “back-to-the-land,” which 
all we urban dwellers have after a 
full-town dinner—if in your dreams 
you see a festive cow come dancing 
the tango across the hardwood floor 
of your castle-in-the-air, with a switch

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military science. 
of her tail, more graceful than the 
dancing master’s bow to his partner, 
know according to theory you are 
foreordained, destined and elected to 
wallow in the fat of the land on that 
future farm of your! 

I do not say this in irony. It is a 
fact. I swear by the cow. She is my 
own particular friend; but I would 
call your attention to these facts: 

There is no exodus from country to 
city in the wheat country of the West. 

There is no exodus from country to 
city in the ranch country of the West. 

There is no exodus from country to 
city in the fruit country of the West. 

There is almost no exodus from 
country to city in the cotton country 
of the South. 

In the wheat country, the proportion 
of city people to country people is 35 
per cent for Montana; and 20 per cent 
for Idaho; and 40 per cent for Min- 
nesota; and 10 per cent for Dakota; 
and 27 per cent for Kansas; 25 
per cent for Texas. In the ranch 
country the proportion of: city peo- 
ple is 30 per cent for Wyoming, 10 
per cent for New Mexico, 11 per cent 
for South Dakota. In the fruit country 
the proportion stands 20 per cent for 
Idaho, 45 per cent for Utah, 40 to 50 
percent for the Middle West, 30 to 40 
per cent for the Northwest. In the 
cotton country the proportion stands 
20 to 30 per cent for Texas and Okla- 
homa, 10 to 15 per cent for Arkansas, 
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THE “ARMY” AT CORNELL UNIVERSITY.—Military training during the first two years at Cornell is compulsory and 
the exercise derived from the thrice -weekly drills is very beneficial to say nothing of the advantages of having a training in 


15 to 20 per cent for Alabama and 
Mississippi, and 15 to 20 per cent for 
the South Eastern States. 

These are not arguments. They are 
facts, tabulated by the Census Bu- 
reau; and the obvious explanation is 
that factory centers have grown fas- 
ter than farm centers in New England 
and the Middle West, where the 
wrong slant is most apparent. To this 
the farmer answers: “The bigger the 
centers, the better should be my mar- 
ket for dairy products. Instead of 
which, behold the fact, not argument! 
The price of milk has gone up to the 
consumer from 5 to 6 cents a quart to 
9 and 10 cents. The price of milk has 
gone down to the farmer from 4.4 a 
quart in 1909 and 4.3 in 1910 (the ex- 
act figures taken from my books) to 
2.8 and 3.4, the schedule rate in 1915. 
We'll suppose I sell 10 cans of milk 
a day. That is roughly 400 quarts. The 
difference in the price paid in 1909 
and that paid in 1915 means $4 a day 
in milk returns, or $120 a month, or 
$1,440 a year—enough to wipe out the 
profits on the average farm, or to 
put the sub-average farm in a hole.” 

The farmer who talked to me was 
not a hypothetical gemtleman. He was 
a man with one of the finest sanitary 
milk plants in New York, Connecti- 
cut or Massachusetts. He was a man 
who has easily spent $7,000 on his 
milk plant, $15,000 on his land, and 
$2000 for such extra sanitary precau- 
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tions as running water, ice house, 
ventilation, wash room, cement floor- 
ing, sealed ceilings and walls to elim- 
inate dust, extra windows for light, 
tiles to drain the barnyard, lime to dis- 
infect. I should say that has house 
easily cost $10,000; not that his house 
has anything to do with the milk, but 
I want to make it clear that he was 
not a sub-average failure with a 
grouch. Also that house was built by 
a predecessor farmer who made his 
money out of dairy products after 
the Civil War. At the rate this man’s 
profits are shrinking from him he 
could not build such a house in a life- 
time. 

“Why,” he asked, “don’t you writers 
give the farmers’ side of the argu- 
ment? We are not all fools. If we make 
money at farming, we stay at it. If we 
don’t we quit; any any man with 
brains demands something more than 
a mere living out of the capital in- 
vestment of $15,000 to $25,000, which 
any first-class milk plant must have: 
You can talk your head off about 
‘back-to-the-land’ movements, or write 
your head off about abandoned farms. 
It isn’t a matter of theory and science 
at all. Any educated practiced far- 
mer can give aces and spades to theo- 
rists on this subject. The whole ques- 
tion is one of economics and not hot- 
air: When we maké money we stick, 
when we don’t we quit. That’s the 
whole question of keeping the people 







































on the land. You go round and get 
the big farmers, not the scrubs and 
drunks, to show you their books on 
the difference this new system of 
buying milk by butter fats instead of 
by quantity means. It takes an aver- 
age farmer with small capital at least 
15 years to work up a perfect herd of 
big yielding Holsteins, to weed out 
the deadheads, to breed up the big 
yielders, and year after year, by per- 
fecting the sires and getting better 
and better sires, to develop a better 
herd. We were told the Holstein was 
the whole show. We were told to 
work for 10,000 pounds of milk a 
year from each cow. Most of us do 
better than that. We worked hard and 
bred for quantity. Then the different 
fads and frills came—ice to keep the 
percentage of bacteria low. We put in 
ice houses, running water, windows, 
sealed walls, cement floors, appliances 
to make the barn clean as a hospital 
clinic. We were offered premiums, bo- 
nuses, prizes, for this sort of thing. 
We accepted the odds and worked up 
to the highest requirements of the 
scoreboard. And now comes the 
switch.. After we have taken 20 years 
to build up Holstein herds that are 
record breakers, the buyers get to- 
gether and by a gentleman’s under- 
standing they agree to pay for milk 
according to butter fat. You go round 
and find what this means to farmers. 
Get the farmers’ side of the argument. 
The Jersey and the Guernsey are 
good yielders of butter fat. Is our work 
in building up Holstein herds to go 
for nothing? Are we to contaminate 
our thoroughbred herds by mixing in 
Jerseys and Guernseys to increase the 
cream? Not much! We’ll go out of 
business first and milk will be jacked

up another cent to the consumers; 
and that consumer will squeal; and a 
lot of kid-glove advice will be given 
to the fool farmer.” 

And, sure enough, that day when I 
picked up a leading paper, the gover- 
nor of one of the leading dairy states 
had uttered these words: “The situa- 
tion has become serious. The milk 
output has decreased in the past few 
years.” Surprising, isn’t it? —that 
the fool-farmer should go out of the 
milk business when he is paid two 
cents less a quart and the consumer 
is charged two cents more a quart? 
On the milk supplied New York 
city alone this skin game yields $40,- 
000 profits a day more to the milk 
companies and adds $40,000 more ex- 
pense a day to the city consumers; 
and one of the milk companies pays

on the showing of its own banker 
48 per cent dividends on watered 
stock. What’s the fool farmer 
grumbling about anyway? 

But let us revert to the kid glove 
advice of this governor: 

“At least 5,000 cows a year are kill- 
ed or sold in this state and not re- 
placed. The state will have to regu- 
late this matter, or take full control, 
as farmers have in the past for years 
been unable to dispose of their pro- 
ducts profitably, while the price of 
good milk to consumers is 10 to 25 per 
cent higher a quart.” 

So that’s the rub is it? Farmers 
can’t sell at a profit. 

Yet I read in a leading agricultural 
journal the amazing statement by an 
expert that the reason for the low 
price of milk to the farmers this last 
summer was too much milk. What 
does the governor of Massachusetts 
say? He says: “During the past hot 
spell the consumption of milk and 
cream possibly has never been equal- 
led at this season of the year in New 
England. This has been especially 
true in Boston and vicinity. Enough 
fresh, wholesome milk could not be 
obtained at any price to supply the de- 
mand. I was calling at a milk plant 
office in Boston a few days ago, and 
during my stay our conversation was 
continually interrupted by telephone 
calls for milk, all of which had to be 
turned down, as the day’s available 
supply was long before exhausted.” 
This illustrates the situation as it 
has existed, and while it will not be 
as bad for the next few weeks, yet a 
shortage is apt to exist to some ex- 


‘tent for a while yet unless a price is 


offered that will encourage the buying 
in of fresh cows in various cases to 
meet the abnormal demand.

WHAT WASHINGTON 
THINKS OF IDEAL RATION 
Evidence multiplies that Washing- 
ton as a dairy state is coming to the 
very front. Her agricultural colleges 
and experiment stations responsive to 
popular demands are experimenting 
along these lines and some helpful 
material is being turned out. As an 
example we quote from a recent pub- 
lication of the experiment station en- 
titled Feeding Dairy Cows, the follow- 
ing upon “An Ideal Ration” prepared 
by A. B. Nystrom, Dairy Husband- 
man at the State college: 


The first and most important requi- 
site for an ideal ration is that it shall 
contain all the nutrients necessary to 
maintain the body of the cow, and to 
produce the milk the cow is capable 
of producing; and that these nutrients 


be in.the proper proportions; i. e., 
it must be balanced. 
The second requisite is that it 


should be sufficiently bulky to fully 
distend the digestive organs of the 
cow. Practical experience and sci- 
entific investigations have shown that 
a proper balance is reached when 
about two-thirds of the total dry mat-

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ter of the ration is in the form of 
roughage and the one-third in the 
form of concéntrates. This is for ay- 
erage conditions, but for very heavy 
prodiicers the relative amounts of éon- 
centrates shoiild be increased. 

In the third place, an ideal ration 
should be palatable so that the ani: 
mal will éat it with a relish. While 
little is known concerning. the effect 
of palatability on milk production, it 
is certainly true that of two feeds 
alike in all other respects, the one 
most readily eaten by the animal will 
give the best results. 

The fourth requisite is that some 
of the feed be in succulent form. 
The secretion of milk seems to be 
intimately connected with the water 
content of the feed. The cow needs a 
large amount of water to drink, but 
aside from this there is a demand for 
feeds containing a high percentage of 
water, such as green forage, silage 
roots, etc. The cow’s digestion is 
kept in much better condition when 
such feeds are used, and she is able 
to get more out of the dry feeds by 
combining them with the succulence 
than she would be able to get from 
the dry feeds alone. 

The last, but not the least important 
requisite, is that the ration must be 
cheap. The dairyman cannot afford 
to buy expensive feeds simply because 
they furnish the most desirable nu- 
trients, although in many cases the 
more expensive feeds when considered 
from the standpoint of the price per 
ton are really the most economical

when the individual nutrients are con- 
sidered. 
Making Up a Ration. 

Experience has taught us that the 
simplest possible method should be 
used in compounding a ration. The 
exact calculation of a balanced ra- 
tion is possible only after a very care- 
ful consideration of the percentage 
of composition of all feeds available, 
and since the practical feeder is not 
as a rule disposed to solve complicat- 
ed mathematical problems, he is very 
likely to omit the most important 
parts of the calculation. On the other 
hand, if the feeder learns the general 
composition of the feeds so that he 
knows at a glance whether the feed 
is high in carbohydrates or high in 
protein, comparatively, he can soon 
learn to combine them so that the 
average nutritive ratio or the nutri- 
tive ratio of the mixture is such as 
will give the best results.
